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My  opinion  of  Br.  Todd  is  now  llie  same,  in  ge¬ 
neral.  that  it  has  been  idr  a  number  of  years — my 
r^pect  for  his  personal  cliaractcr,  and  confidence 
in  his  public  professions  have  undergone  no  mate¬ 
rial  change.  Consequently  what  is  liere  said  re¬ 
specting  him  and  his  general  course  of  management, 
is  what  many  will  bear  me  witness,  has  been  said 
long  since — except  what  n»ay  relate  to  some  particu¬ 
lars  of  the  renunciation. 

Mr.  Toihl  commenced  his  ministry  in  the  vicini¬ 
ty  of  his  present  residence,  in  Chuutauque  county, 
in  the  fall  of  1817.  AVhy,  in  his  renunciation,  he 
should  have  chos»  n  to  date  the  commencement  ol 
his  ministerial  career  only  eight  years  back,  instead 
of  sixteen,  we  have  yet  to  learn.  Yet  in  all  that  he 
1ms  said  in  that  long  article,  there  is  not  one  direci 
reference  to  a  single  incident  which  would  give  a 
stranger  the  most  distant  idea  of  the  real  duration 
of  his  past  public  life.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  un- 
inentioned  |)eriod  was  hy  no  means  destitute  of  in¬ 
teresting  events. 

Soon  after  he  commenced  his  public  labors  as  a 
minister  of  the  reconciliation — in  a  few  weeks,  or, 
at  most,  a  few  months,  he  renounced  both  the  tloe- 
trine  of  Universalism,  and  the  belief  of  a  divine 
revelation  together.  It  appeared,  during  his  con¬ 
tinuance  in  this  state  of  mind,  that  his  ditlicultics 
originated  in  the  want  of  correct  views  respecting 
the  pliysical  and  moral  government  oi  the  universe. 
I!(!  saw  much  evil  and  much  siiiiering,  holii  n:\tu- 
rtil  and  moral ;  and  inferred  that  if  Hod  was  good, 
tliey  would  have  been  |)rev*  iitcd.  lie  iherel’orc 
preferred  to  disbelieve  the  being  of  a  Go<I,  to  a  laj- 
lief  in  the  existence  of  one  who  was  not  t;oo<!. 

In  the  records  of  the  “  Western  .Association  ol 
Universalists,'’  liir  1817,  is  the  lollowino  remark — 
"In  November,  this  year,  Br,  Lewis  L'.  Todd,  a 
young  matt  of  good  attainuicnts  and  superior  ta¬ 
lents,  conintenccd  preaching  the  tvcrlasting  Gospel 
of  universal  s-.dvation  in  the  county  of  Cliautaiique. 
He  tlelivercil  a  few  discourses  with  ui:(|ualified  ap- 
{Wohatioii,  but  some  ditllcuiiies  arose  in  his  mine 
concerning  the  providenci  s  of  God,  which  termina¬ 
ted  in  tlie  complete  subversion  ol  his  iaiih,  and  the 
suspension  of  his  ministry.” 

From  these  i'acts  it  will  he  seen,  thr.t  the  present 
is  not  \hefiref  renunci.ition  of  Universalism  hy  Mr. 
Todd.  How  well  his  views  were  matured — and 
how  little  reason  ho  ha4l  to  doubt  their  correctness, 
he  himseif  showed  in  dne  time.  We  only  Icel  au¬ 
thorized  to  say,  that  this  early  revolution  in  his 
opinions,  furnished  ample  reason  to  believe,  that 
whi  n  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  ministry  he 
had  tiol  considered  some  of  the  most  common  and 
pfipular  olijcr'lions  against  the  Christian  theology. 

He  continued  in  Ihissemi-allieislical stateof  ntind 
for  some  two  or  three  years ;  when  he  returned 
again  to  the  profession  and  the  ministry  of  Univer¬ 
salism.  But  from  what  had  transpired  it  was  suf- 
tieiently  plain,  that  though  a  man  of  the  first  order 
of  pulpit  talents,  he  wanted  stability  of  character. 

The  retleclion  iialuraliy  oeeiirs  in  this  place — 
that  if  Mr.  Todd,  willioiit  taking  tlie  doctrine  ol 
rndless  suflTerings  into  the  account,  could  suppose 
there  was  sin  and  misery  enough  in  the  world  to 
justify  the  disbelief  of  the  existence  of  God,  what 
will  he  he  likely  to  infer  now  1  ,\nd  that  his  mind 
has  been  for  some  years  greatly  atlected  by  the  sug¬ 
gestions  of  atheism,  and  the  sophistries  of  Miss 
Wright,  is  abundantly  shown  by  his  own  admis¬ 
sion.  .And  it  cannot  be  denied  that  he  now  lias  one 
reason  for  doubting  tlie  goodnes-s  of  G<kI,  wliieli  was 
not  included  in  his  first  remmeialion.  ' 

Much  stress  is  laid  by  Mr.  Todd  upon  the  con¬ 
version  of  D*  Stedman,  whom  he  calls  "a  .strong 
and  enlightened  infidel and  from  the  connexion 
between  them  there  can  he  no  doubt  of  its  having 
had  considerable  influence  in  bringing  about  the  re¬ 
nunciation.  Much  ns  we  may  doubt  whether' 
any  infidel  is  much  enlis^ktened,  wc  do  not  question 
that  the  Doctor  has  very  mucli  changed  both  his 
profession  and  his  pursuits.  But  did  it  never  occur 
lb  Mr.  Todd  tluit  even  his  brother-in-law  was  as  ca- 
poble  of  becoming  a  fanatic  as  any  other  man  1  So 
far  was  his  strong  infidelity  from  furnishing  any 
rea-son  why  he  should  not  turn  enthusiast,  it  is  one 
•f  the  most  prominent  why  he  should. 

It  is  Dot  a  little  iostcuctive  to  notice  haw  fanati¬ 


cism  and  infidelity  act  and  re-act  upon  each  other — 
fanatics  make  infidels,  and  infidels  in  turn  make  fa¬ 
natics.  And  whether  the  individuals,  or  the  world, 
gain  or  lose  either  way,  is  uncertain.  Of  this,  we 
are,  however,  well  assured — that  the  great  mass  ol 
male  converts  to  the  new  and  high  measures  of  all 
the  revivalists  are  from  the  two  classes  of  infidels 
and  moral  desperadoes. 

Still  referring  to  the  case  of  Dr.  Stedman,  Mr. 
Todd  says — "  this,  together  with  some  other  things 
not  neeessary  to  he  named,  made  some  peculiarly 
serious  impressions  upon  my  mind.”  What  those 
other  things  were,  we  are  lelt  to  eonjecture — but  it 
is  certain  that  some  things  specified  by  himself  in 
mother  place,  exerted  much  influence  over  his  lan¬ 
guage,  if  not  over  his  mind. 

Let  it  be  recollected,  Iheti,  that  about  two  years 
since  he  became  the  publisher  of  a  religious  news- 
jiapcr — that  when  he  commenced  this  undertaking 
iie  must  have  presumed  oil  the  support  of  those,  toj 
a  greater  or  less  amount,  wlio  were  already  the  pa¬ 
trons  of  other  similar  journals  ;  and,  of  course,  that 
1  part  of  his  patronage  must  he  withdrawn  from 
existing  publications.  The  result  has  shown  that  his 
|)U|Hr  was  not  well  sustained  ;  and  whatever  might 
have  lic'cn  his  expectations,  he  has  eomplained,  in 
terms  so  pointed  and  indignant,  as  to  leave  no  doubt 
)f  his  feelings  and  his  regret. 

Here,  then,  appears  to  be  fixed  the  point  on  which 
(urns  much  of  the  canting  respecting  the  want  ol 
morality  among  Universalists.  Had  they  given  him 
■iome  thousands  of  good  and  responsible  subscribers 
to  the  "Genius,”  there  is  reason  to  believe  we 
should  never  have  heard  a  word  about  the  want  ol 
moral  power  in  Universalism. 

Aaaiii ;  Mr.  Todd  says — "  My  objections  to  Uni¬ 
versalism  are-founded  mainhf  upon  the  fact  of  its 
iiiettieiency  to  reform  the  wicked,  and  to  promoti 
the  growth  and  living  energy  of  vital  piety.” — 
Where  shall  we  look  with  the  hope  of  finding  the 
isiipcrior  morality  of  Limitariaiis  ?  It  has  been 
Ichiimed,  and  asserted  with  the  most  unblushing  ef- 
jfroiitery,  till  the  world  asks  for  better  evidence  than 
assertion — until  it  is  alike  revolting  to  common  de¬ 
cency,  and  otlensive  to  sober  truth,  for  the  ministers 
bf  any  sect  to  prate  about  the  superior  moral  ertica- 
cy  of  the  doctrine  of  hell  torments. 

But  it  is  inetlahly  ridiculous  for  a  Methodist  to 
talk  of  the  hioh  morality  of  his  doctrines — and  never 
more  so,  than  when  he  would  contrast  his  ostenta¬ 
tious  parade  of  sanctity  with  the  unobtrusive  and 
practical  virtue  of  Universalists.  Especially  when 
lie  knows,  and  all  tlie  world  knows,  that  virtue  has 
never  yet  found  a  sanctuary  so  sacred,  but  that  it 
lias  been  profaned  by  tlie  ministers  of  that  denomi¬ 
nation.  We  rejoice  that  there  are  amiahle  excep¬ 
tions  to  tliis  general  remark — but  that  there  are  only 
exceptions,  should  teach  them  and  their  converts 
more  motlesty. 

But  is  this  the  nuiin  tihjcction  ?  Be  it  so.  Mr. 
Todd,  if  he  does  not  become  i  ontaminalcd,  will 
again  renounce  his  profession,  when  he  has  studied 
tlie  moral  habits  of  bis  new  ussueiutes  with  a  little 
more  deliberation  ! 

Mr.  Tixld  has  a  paragraph  on  the  influence  ol 
hope  and  fear,  which,  to  say  the  ieast,  is  scarcely 
compatible  with  some  articles  from  his  own  pen — 
and  as  it  stands  in  the  renunciation,  betrays  an  ig¬ 
norance  of  the  doctrine  of  rewards  and  punishments 
as  maintained  hy  Universalists,  that  could  not  have 
been  expet  ted  from  him.  If  the  view  he  lias  here 
given  was  entertained  hy  him  during  his  previous 
ministry,  perhaps  it  will  account  in  part  for  his  al¬ 
leged  tact  tl’.at  it  had  so  little  moral  ptnver,  and  fur¬ 
nish  a  reason  why  his  hearers  possessed  so  little  vi¬ 
tal  piety. 

There  isnota  man  in  tlie  denomination,  whose  in¬ 
formation  in  any  respect  qualifies  him  lor  the  minis¬ 
try — and  it  is  confidently  believed,notone  turn  in  the 
ministry,  who  does  not  maintain  that  every  sinner 
loses  ns  much  in  punislimcnt  for  sin,  as  he  would 
gain  in  reward  for  virtue.  Thus  placing  his  hopes 
and  his  fears  as  far  ns  his  own  actions  are  concern¬ 
ed.  in  an  ecpial  balance  against  each  other.  And 
hence  all  tlie  influence  that  either  can  have,  is  by 
Universalists  brought  to  bear  upon  the  mind. 

In  anticipation  of  the  possible  construction  which 
some  might  put  upon  hU  motiTes^  Mr.  Todd  says— 


"  Those  men  whose  own  motives  are  mevccnary 
will  impute  such  to  me.”  And  again — “  Such  a» 
never  act  from  pure  and  good  motives  ore  very  apt 
to  think  others  do  not — men  who  are  seldom  sin¬ 
cere  are  apt  to  suspect  the  sincerity  of  others,”  &c. 

We  are  not  disposed  to  impeach  his  motives,  or 
to  call  in  question  his  sincerity  ;  for  we  have  long 
known  that  he  could  act  without  much  reference  to 
the  motives  which  influence  ordinary  men  ;  and  as 
to  sincerity,  we  see  very  little  merit  in  it  when  it 
permits  a  man  to  act  absurdly.  It  may  screen  him 
iroin  guilt,  but  it  can  never  protect  his  folly  from 
contempt. 

But  if  we  were  disposed  to  call  in  question  both 
his  sincerity  and  his  motives,  his  insinuations  would 
by  no  means  deter  us  from  doing  so.  Indeed,  they 
were  so  evidently  made  for  self-protection,  that  they 
rather  invite  than  repel  investigation.  How  would 
his  rule  iu  tliis  case  apply  to  himself  in  the  repeat¬ 
ed  assertion  in  substance,  that  Universalism  pos¬ 
sessed  no  moral  power,  and  that  Universalists  were 
consequently  immoral  ineni  Does  he  wish  us  to 
suppose  that  it  was  a  man  destitute  of  "pure  and 
Igood  motives,”  who  made  the  discovery  and  pub¬ 
lished  the  fact  ?  If  not,  m  due  time  he  will  see  and 
admit  the  absurdity  and  the  temerity  of  such  in¬ 
sinuations.

After  Mr.  Peck  had  despatched  the  scriptural 
evidence  in  favor  of  Universalism  in  the  summary 
manner  .already  mentioned,  he  said  he  would  close 
his  discourse  by  offering  a  few  objections  to  that 
doctrine.  These  objections  were  in  keeping  with 
liis  remarks  upon  the  passages  of  Scripture  that 
prove  the  salvation  of  all  men.  It  is  astonishing, 
indeed.  th.at  such  mighty  objections  should  have 
been  garnered  up  in  the  brain  of  one  mortal  man. 
But  so  it  was  ;  and  the  art  of  bringing  them  forth  is 
enough  to  immortalize  his  name. 

1.  In  the  first  place  then,  Mr.  Peck  objected  to 
Universalism  on  tlie  ground  that  it  destroys  the  idea 
of  pardon.  He  intended,  he  said,  to  make  use  of 
the  wortl  pardon  in  the  common  acceptation  of  the 
term,  to  signify  a  remission  of  the  penalty  incurred 
by  sin.  Universalists,  however,  contend  that  the 
punishment  of  sin  will  not  lie  remitted — that  every 
man  must  sufler  all  the  punishment  he  deserves.  1  f 
this  is  the  case,  there  is  no  such  thing  as  pardon. 
If  the  criminal,  sentenced  to  the  State  prison,  is 
doomed  to  sutler  ihe  punishment,  he  cannot  receive 
a  pardon. 

This  objection  is  founded  on  the  supposition  that 
pardon  is  the  remission  of  punishment.  I  am  con¬ 
tent,  however,  to  use  the  word  in  its  scriptural  ac¬ 
ceptation,  signifying  the  remission  of  sin.  1  have 
never  iK-eii  aide  to  learn  that  God  has  promised  to 
pardon  our  punishment.  The  burden  of  David’s 
prayer  was,  that  the  Lord  would  pardon  his  iniqui¬ 
ty.  And  the  pardon  or  forgiveness  of  sin  is  a  very 
conspicuous  doctrine  of  I8cripture  ;  [see  Ex.  xxxiv: 
9;  Isaiah  xxxiii :  24,  xl ;  1,2;  Micnh  vii  :  18; 
Acts  v  :  31,  xiii  :  28.  xxvi :  18  ;]  but  the  pardon 
of  punishment  is  the  doctrine  of  Mr.  Peck.  Pardon 
consists  in  removing  sin,  its  guilt,  pollution  and 
corrupting  influence  ;  and  is  a  pardon  of  this  cha¬ 
racter  incompatible  with  the  infliction  of  deserved 
punishment  1  If  so.  the  prophet  Isaiah  labored 
under  a  very  serious  mistake.  Hear  his  words — 
"Comfort  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people,  sailh  your 
God.  S*peak  ye  comfortably  to  Jerusalem,  and  cry 
unto  her  that  her  warfare  is  accomplished,  that  her 
iniquity  is  pardoned,  for  she  hath  received  of  the 
Lord's  hand  double  for  all  her  sins,'’  Here  Ihe 
prophet  says  that  Jerusalem  was  panloned,  because 
she  had  received  her  deserved  punishment.  But 
according  to  Mr.  P.’s  reasoning,  she  had  received 
no  pardon.  I  will  leave  him,  therefore,  to  settle 
the  matter  with  the  prophet  and  his  own  conscience. 
See  Ps.  xeix  :  8  and  Ixii :  12. 

2.  It  was  another  objection  of  Mr.  P..  that  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  system  of  Universalism  salvation  is 
by  jttstice,  and  not  by  grace.  He  contended  that  il 
the  sinner  is  doomed  to  suffer  the  full  amount  of 
punishment  his  sias  deserve,  when  he  has  paid  the 
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debt  he  has  a  right  to  demand  his  deliverance.  A 
culprit’wljo  has  suffered  the  full  penalty  of  the  law, 
has  a  right  to  demand  his  deliverance  as  a  matter  ol 
justice.  In  like  manner  justice  requires  that  the 
sintier  should  he  set  at  liberty  alter  he  has  sullered 
his  punishment.  His  salvation,  therefirre,  woiiid 
he  according  to  tin:  claims  of  justice,  hy  virtue  ol 
his  punishment,  and  not  h3'  the  free,  unmerited 
grace  of  Hod. 

In  this  objection  iMr.  J*.  takes  for  granted  tliat 
salvation  is  exclusively  atid  entirely  a  deliverance 
from  deserved  punisliinent ;  wiicreas  no  such  sal¬ 
vation  is  mentioned  in  Scripture.  The  salvatioti 
of  Christ  consists  in  a  deliveratiec  from  sin  and 
death,  and  the  possession  oftlie  bliss  of  immortali¬ 
ty.  If,  then,  according  to  3Ir.  Heck's  argumeiit, 
a  man  has  siillereil  Ids  pimishmeiit,  he  can  claim, 
as  a  matter  of  ynsl/tv,  all  the  hlcsscdncfs  of  immor- 
t/ilili/.  I  might  test  this  argument  hy  turning  Mr. 
H.'s  artillery  against  himscil.  The  argu¬ 

ment  supposes  that  a  criminal  who,  having  sullered 
t'le  penalty  of  the  law,  is  dischargi  d,  has  a  right  to
